— Ourteous Reader, for as much as it is the conſlant Practice of 
the Jews that are Converted to the Chriſtian Faith, in all pla- 
ces in the Chriſtian World, to Publiſh ſome Treatiſe, to ſieẽ 

the reaſon of their Converſion. Therefore I have Publithed 
this ſmall Treatiſe as well to ſhew all Chriſtians the cauſe of my Conver- 
ſion, as hoping that it may have ſome Bleſſed Effects on the Unconverted 
Jews, and eſpecially becauſe the People of this Kingdom conſtantly Pray: 


for the Converſion of the Jews, and greatly rejoyce when they ſee a Jew 


Conyerted : And when a Jew is Converted, every one is defirous to know. 
the cauſe of his Converſion, and what induced him to become a Chriſtian ; 
and as it is impoſſible for me to tell every one the cauſe of my Converſion, 
I thought it neceſſary to give a full Account thereof in this ſmall Treatiſe, 

About Chriſtmas time in the Year of our Lord One thouſand ſeven 
hundred and five, when I was Sleeping in my Bed one Night, I thought 
that ſome Body ſpoke to me and bid me Read the Holy Bible, it is true, at 
firſt I took very little or no Notice of it; but hearing the ſame Voice as T 


thought for Seven or Eight Nights ſucceſſively, I began to conſider, that 


there muſt be ſomething extraordinary in the matter, then I began more 
frequently to Read the Old Teſtament of the Holy Bible, and. nothing 
troubled me till about the beginning of Lent. Then I began again to be 
troublet in my Sleep (but not as formerly) for I thought that ſome Body 


took hold of me faſt by the Hand, and ſaid to me, Search the New Teſta- 


ment, and when I awaked, it was very ſurprizing to me, that I ſhould be 


| deſired to Read the New Teſtament, it being very odious to me at that 


time, becauſe it is againſt. the Nature of a Jew to Read the New. Teſta- 


ment, and therefore I took no. Notice of it atall. Yet I was every Night 


troubled as before, until about our Lady-day in March, and then I thought 


ſome Body. ſaid to me in my Sleep, Ariſe, and ſearch the New Teſtament, 
becauſe your time is but hort; and I awaked out of my Sleep, and did not 
know what J had beſt to do being in a.very great conſternation ;, however 
I. did ariſe out of my Bed, and took a little Dutch Bible. to Read the New 
 Teftament, and the firſt place J opened happened to be the Sixth Chapter 
of St. John, and caſt my Eye on the Thirty Fifth Verſe, where. I Read 
theſe Words, And Telus ſaid unto them, I am the bread. of life be that:

that Thad a great mind to Read more: And then I began to conſider the 
great Mercy of God, that it pleaſed him to chooſe me out from ſuch a 


numerous People, to be one of his Sheep among that Blefſed Fold that is 


under that great Shepherd Jeſus Chriſt : And though my deſire was great 


to Read more, yet I durſt not Read a Word before any of my Family in 
my own Houſe, for fear they would tell it to the Jews, for if the Jews 
ſhould know any thing of it they would certainly Kill me, becauſe they 


have a Law tor it, ſee Deut. Chap. 13. Ver. 6. to Ver. 12, and ſee Aﬀs 


Chap. 9. Ver. 1, 2. | | 
Every Day afterwards I took my Datch Bible and went out of Town, 
and hiding my ſelf in ſecret places I uſed to Read the New Teftament; 
and when I had done Reading in the New Teſtament, my Heart began 
to ſoften, and a great many Thoughts came into my Head, but I did not 
know what to do; But one Night in Eaſter-week, when I was in my Bed 
alleep, I thought, that ſome Body ſpake to me, and ſaid, Ariſe, you muſt 
be Baptized, and believe on the Son of God, and you ſhall be ſaved, and 


Read the Fourth Book of Eſdras, and you ſhall be ſatisfied, And I did Read 


the Fourth Book of Eſdras, and was ſo ſatisfied, that every Day from Ea- 


fer till I was Baptized, ſeemed to me as long as a Lear: Now all this 


time I did not know how to go ſecretly abont that Holy Work, but at 
laſt I went to Mr. Ratcliff, Curate of St. Perer's-Church, becauſe he well 
underſtood the Hebrew Tongue, and that I could Diſcourſe with him in 
Hebrew; and on Wedneſday in Eafter-week | began to Diſcourſe with Mr. 
Rarcliff out of the Old Teſtament, which Diſcourfe we. continued for Four- 
teeh Days, and afterwards, we began to Diſcourſe out of the New Teſta- 
ment: At length Mr. Ratchf wondring at it, ſaid to me, What is it you 

eſtions you propoſe belongs to a Chriſtian, and 
not a Few: And he ſaid, I believe you have a mind to be a Chriſtian, then 


I told him, That I was very deſirous to be a Chriſtian : Then Mr. Ratc!rff 


gave mea Note direfted to His Grace the Lord Archbiſhop of Dublin, who 
received me very kindly, and defired me to bring Mr. Ratcliff to him, 


which I did, and Mr. Ratcliff could better tell His Grace my Buſineſs, then 


my ſelf, becauſe I had no good Exgliſp. And though I went as privately as 
poſſibly I could every Sunday to Church to hear Sermons and Prayers, yet 


the Jews were told, that ſome Jew went conſtantly every Sunday to St. 


Peter's-Church to hear both Sermons and Prayers, but they little thought 
it was J, becauſe I was their Prieſt for ſeveral Years. 

His Grace the Lord Archbiſhop of Dublin, was pleaſed to give orders 
to Mr. Ratcliff that J ſhonld be Baptized at St. Peter's-Church, the next

Pray let your Rabies Tranſlate to you the Holy Bible in the 
right ſenſe as it ſhould be, as the Hebrew Doctors have done in 
Egypt in King Ptolmus time: You will find a great difference in 
the Tranſlation of it, and you will find a great deal of ſatisfacti- 
on in it. In thoſe days, and at that time will I cauſe the branch 
of righteouſneſs to grow up untoDavid,and be ſhall execute judgement 
and righteouſneſs in the land.

ound that he could do nothing, he was put immediatly to Pri- 
ſon, and there lay a great while. At laſt his Sentence paſſed on 
him to Die, or to turn a Turk, he choſe rather to be a Turk 
than Die: and fo turning Turk he faved his Life. O what a 


fine Maſſiahs was this, to ſave his Life he turns to any Religion, 
The German Jews do (till believe that this Impoſtor will be the 
right Meftabs, but the Spaniſh and Turkiſh Jews have no belief 


in him, becauſe they know for certain that he turned Turk. 


Another ſuch Impoſtor was a little while after the former, and 


kis Name was Sabbathai Raffuel, he was in Poland, I my ſelf 
have ſeen him ſeveral times; and this Impoſter pretended to do 
a great many V Vonders, but could do nothing: Then the Ra- 
bins of the three Kingdoms of Poland, put him under a great 
Curſe, fo that no body in all Poland would Entertain him, nor 


| Fivs him one Nights Lodging : So that no body knows till this 


ay what is become of him. Two nore ſuch Impoſtors you will 
find in one of your Books, that you call Zemach David, One 
of theſe two Impoſtors had gathered together a great Number 
of ms, and came to fight the King of Perſia, and had done a 
great deal of Miſchief to the King of Perfia, and to his Sub- 
jects in all that Country. But the King ſet out a Proclamation, 
that whoſoever bring in that Impoſtor David Adud, (this being 
his Name,) ſhould have a certain Sum of Money for his re- 


ward: And fo his own Father in Law, Invited this David Al. 


aud to a Sipper, and made him Drunk with V Vine, and that 
Night his own Father in Law cut off his Head when he was a 


ſkep, and brought this Impoſtors Head to the King of Pera, 
and

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and the King gave him ſuch reward as was promiſed, and 


immediately after this Impoſtors Death, all the JewiÞ Army was 


diſperſed ; and after that when all was quiet the King laid this

I believe not, 
but I will tell you that this Propheſie is faid upon Chriſt Jeſus, 


becauſe he was Born a Few and Circumciſed like a Few, he was 


teaching in the Temple among the Jews Doctors every Day, pro- 


poſing Queſtions and giving Anſwers : now he was the Jew that 
all Nations muſt follow him, as it is publick and evidently to be 


ſeen that moſt all Nations coming to him and worſhiping him 


with Divine Service, and it is evidently that muſt be Chriſt Jeſus, 


becauſe the Prophet ſays no more as one Few, but not a great 


many Jews as your Rabins will tell you; and It is no more told 
him in this Chapter only of one Skirt and not of a great many 
Skirts, this is contrary to the Tranſtations of your Rabixs, that 
fay, out of each Nation ſhall come Fen Men and hold faſt on 
each Skirt of a Few, I am aſſured, theiSkirt of one Few will be.

Proclaim it in their Synagogue every Quarter of the Year either 
Morning or Evening before the time that it ſhall fall, that eve- 
ry one may take care of it; but I cannot underſtand what the 
reaſon is that they are ſo frightned for that blood, I think that 
the Blood of Chriſt frightens them ll. 11:59 penis * 

Then Judas which Betrayed him, when he ſaw that our 
Saviour was Condemned, Repented himſelf, and brought

again the Thirty pieces of Silver to the Chief Prieſts and Elders, 
ſaying, 1 have finned in that I have betrayed the innocent blood, 
and they ſaid, What is that to us? And he caſt down the 


pieces of Silver in the Temple, and departed and Hanged him? 
ſelf, and the Chief Prieſts took the pieces of Silver, and faid; It 
is not lamful for us to put them into the treaſury becanſe it is the 
price of blood: Then was fulfilled that which was ſpoken by the 


Prophet Zechariah, And the Lord ſaid unto me, Cafs into the Zee, r. 
potter a gooaly price, that I was prifed of them. And they took | 


the thirty pieces of ſilver, and caſt them into the honſe of the Lord, 
and gave them for the potters field. And when Chrift was Con- 


demned, then was fulfilled that which was fpoken by the Pro- 
phet Zechariah, Chap. 13. Ver. 7. Awake, O ſword, upon my - 
ſhepherd, and upon the man that is my fellow, ſaith the Lord of 


hoſts : ſmite the ſhepherd, and the fheep ſhall be ſcattered. And ſo 


it was with the Diſciples when our Saviour was taken, the Diſ-

ciples was all diſperſed, except Peter. 
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And the Jews ſpit on him, and took the reed, and ſrnote him or 


the head. And after that they had mocked him, they tock the rote 


off from him, and put his own raiment on him, and led him away 
to crucrfie him: that it might be fulfilled which was ſpoken by 
the Prophet Jaiab, Chap. 50. Ver. 6. I gave my back to the 
ſmuters, and my cheeks to the nippers : I hid not my face from 
ſhame and ſpitting. As many were aſtonied at thee, (his viſage 
was ſo deformed, and his form more then the ſons of men.)

Davids Hands and Feet were ever pierced, neither can I find any 
where that Davids Garment was parted, or Lots were caft upon 
Davids Veſture; but David ſpoke this Pſalm by the holy Spirit, 
and fo he ſaid it of Chriſt Jeſus, and now it is fulfilled in him. 
Now my former Brethren, here by this Propheſie you may ſee 
that it never came to paſs, either before Chriſt's birth or after 
Chriſt's birth, only in Chriſt Jeſus himſelf: And ſo they Nailed 
Chriſt upon the ſhameful Wood of the Croſs, and in that he was 


to redeem us from the Curſe of the Law, being made a Curſe for 


us, for ſo it behoved it to be as it is written in Deut.

Now when the centurion, and 
they that were with him, watching Jeſus, ſaw the earth quake, 
and thoſe things that were done, they feared greatly, ſaying, truly 
this was the Son of God. The Jews therefore becauſe it was the 
preparation, that the bodies ſhould not remain upon the croſs on the 
ſabbath day (for that ſabbath day was an high day) beſought Pilate 
that their legs might be broken, and that they might be taken away. 
And when they came to Jeſus, and ſaw that he was dead already, 
they broke not his legs, that the ſcripture might be fulfilled, He kept 
all his bones: ſo that not one of them was broken. More-over, it 
is ſo decreed that his Bones ſhouw'd not be broken, becauſe he was 
the right Paſchal Lamb, he ſuffered upon the Jews Eſter-day, 
when it was commanded to offer the Paſchal Lamb, and it is 
commanded that one bone of the Paſchal Lambſhall not be broken, 
and fo it is fulfilled in Chriſt Jeſus. But one of the Soldiers with 
a Spear pierced his ſide, and forthwith came there out blood and 
water: So that was fulfilled which is faid by the Prophet Zecha- 
ria. . And they ſhall look upon me whom they have pierced, and 
they ſha# mourn for him, as one mourned for his only ſon. This is 
he that cometh by water and blood, even Jeſus Chriſt, not by water 
only, but by water and blood, and it is the ſpirit that beareth. wit- 
meſs becauſe the ſpirit is truth. And behold, there was a man named 
Joſepb, 4 counſellor, and he was a good and a juſt perſon : (Aud the 

ſame had not conſented. to the counſel and deed of them,) he was of 
Arimathea, a city of the Jews (who alſo himſelf waited for the 
kingdom of God.) This man went unto Pilate, and begged the body 
of Jeſus. And be took it down, and wrapped it in linen, and laid 
it in aſepulchre that was.hewen in ſtone, wherein never man before 
was laid. So that is fulfilled which was ſaid by the Prophet 1/azah. 
What haſt thou here? and whom haſt thou here, that thou haſt 


bewed out a ſepulchre, as he that le ed him out a ſepulchre on high, 
that graved an habitation . for himſelf in a rock? Pray my Bre- 


thren, tell me, What is the reaſon that you gave Chriſt Jeſus ſuch 
ws þ 3 & A 
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a ſhameful Death, a Death that never was mentiencd in all your 
Laws, for I find no more the four different forts of Deaths for 
Sinners to die by, that is, Stoning, Burning, Hanging, Strang- 
ling? You will fay, that by a Judgment of Charity, you con- 
clude that your Fathers who brought Jeſus of Nazareth to the 
| Croſs, were Men of Probity, and very Zealous obſervers of 
God's Law, and that therefore he muſt needs have deſerved that 
fhameful Puniſhment. But I would willingly know of you, 
whether your Fore-fathers were all of them, and io all Ages fo 
holy iu reality as you ſeem to ſuppoſe them; what do you think 
of thoſe who made the Golden Calf in the Wilderneſs, or of 
the Ten Tribes who ſeperated themſelves from David's Family 
in King Jeroboam's time, and worſhipped two Golden Calves, or 
of thoſe who in Elias time Murdered all the Prophets which 
God ſent to them, or of the Men that cut Jſaiab in Pieces, or 
thoſe who would have Poyſoned Jeremiah, and of others who 
condemned him to Death, or of thoſe that killed the Prophet 
Zecharia between the Altar and the Temple, theſe were all our 
Anceſtots, and were they not think you very honeſt Men? Be- 
lieve me, the deſign of God in tecording theſe Crimes of our 
Fore-fathers in the Holy Writings, was, that it might not be 
thought ſtrange that their Poſterity ſhould Crucifie the Meſ#as , 
according to thoſe Prophefies which foretold his Death, though 
the Roman Governor who delivered him to Death, looked upon 
this to be the ground of the hatred they had conceived againſt 
him. But I muſt fay, that there never was on the face of the 
Earth ſo wicked a Generation of Men, as that which lived in 
the time of Jeſus, I take your ſelves as Witneſſes, becauſe when 
you ſee a ſincere honeſt Man and not cunning or crafty, you will 
ſay this Poor Man was not in the time of Chriſt, which implies 
that there were none but Rogues and Knaves then living. 

My Brethren, you ſtill keep theſe Books of Moſes and the Pro- 
phets; but your prejudices will not ſuffer you to underſtand 
them, your Rabies impoſe upon you their falſe Interpretations of 
the Propheſirs, and are perpetually Studying new Sophiſtical Eva- 
tions, whereby they may avoid the clear and evident demonſtrati- 
ons of the afore mentioned Truths, ' pj 

If you do but once underſtand the diſtinction that there is be- 
tween the two Natures of the Meffah, you will immediately per- 
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ceeive the vanity of all the Objections your, Doors make againſt

the Divinity of Jeſus, the Meſiah, he Rig og a Prophet, he is 
Sorrowful, he Sleeps, is Hungry, is in the Womb of his Mother, 
has a Body like ours. Theſe: are the Characters of his humane 


Nature ; but then on the other hand, he knows the thoughts of 


the Heart, he multiplies the Bread and the Fiſhes, he ſtops the 
Winds by his Word, he Raiſeth the Dead, he ſends tlie Gifts of 
the holy Spirit, who enables his Diſciples to work in the Name 
of Jeſus, as great Miracles as he himſelf had wrougbt. Theſe are the 
Characters of his Divine Nature, theſe were publick. Facts, and 


ſuch whereby the whole face of the World was changed, the 


Chriſtian Religion being by them raiſed every where on the Ruins 
of the Pagan. If therefore Jeſus Chriſt only uſurped the Title 
of God, If the holy Spirit did not open the Womb of his Mo- 
ther, by that Key which God only poſſeſſes, according to. the Do- 
r ine of the Talmudiſts, Why did God give him the Key of the 
Grave to Raiſe the Dead at his pleaſure 2 Why did he give him 
the Key of the Rain? For it cannot be denyed, but he twice mul- 
tiplied the Bread for the Support of ſeveral Thouſands of Jews, 
who taking occaſion from thence would haye carried. him away 
and made him King. EE kia. 


- Theſe Proofs I infift upon are matters öf Fact: The Books 


which contain them were Writ by Four of the Diſciples of Jeſus, 
who though before their Adhering to Jeſus, they were unpoliſnt 


and ignorant Men, have in their Writings diſcovered the ſame 
Characters of Inſpiration, which are to be found in thoſe of Moſes 


and the Prophets, and who almoſt all of them afterwards Suffered 


Death, in Confirmation of the truth of what they had Writ; you 
can't produce any Book written in their time either by Pagans or 


ems, which contradicts what they have related concerning Jeſus. 


And indeed there is no room to doubt, if his having had the Key 
by. which he might be Born of a Virgin, as the Evangeliſt tells 


us, ſince he had the other two Keys which your Maſters acknow-

Moreover, the Church of Engiand make no uſe of Inquiſition here, 
to uſe violence with your Conſcience, and to oblige you to dif- 
ſemble your real Sentiments, | 
I beg of you th:refore my formet Brethren, That you would 
make uſe of thoſe means which the good Providence of God fa- 
yours you with. And as I lay before you the Defence of the Pro- 
feſſion which 1 have made of the Chriſtian Religion in the Reform- 
ed Church of England, for I conjure you to Examine it with care 
and attention, it is the effect of that great Affection which I have 
for you in particular, for I deſite nothing with greater earneſtneſs, 
then by my own Example and Exhortations, to be Inſtrumental in 
leading you into the way of Salvation, wherein the infinite Mercy 
and Goodneſs of God has . placed me, and wherein I am 
fully reſolved to perſevere to my Lives end. Amen. 
I Pray to the Almighty God, with all my might, that he 
would be pleaſed to enlighten your minds, and deliver you from 
thoſe Prejudices you labour under, that fo the great and funda- 
mental Truths here laid before you, may make 4 deep and lively 
Impreſſion upon your Hearts, and be an effectual meany to bring 
about your Converſion to the Chriſtian Faith, and that it may 
ſerve not to increaſe your Condettination, And. in thus Embra- 
cing a Crucified Saviour, then we may hope to conie together, 
before his Throne, and give him Thanks.
